According to a news release from 
the Department of Treasury, for 
every penny in circulation, there is 
one in hiding. The Treasury has 
launched a campaign to get these 
pennies back into 
circulation 
because of the current shortage. 
According to their estim ates, 
there are 30 billion pennies in cir­ 
culation and a like amount hidden 
away in dresser drawers, shoe 
boxes, pickle jars and just about 
anyplace else that pennies can be 
lost or hidden. 
According to the news release, one 
billion pennies returned to cir­ 
culation would save the taxpayers 
$10,000,000. lf just half of the missing 
pennies (15 billion) were returned to 
circulation, the Mint wouldn’t have 
to make pennies for almost two 
years and it would represent a 
saving of $150 million. 
In an effort to get some of the 
pennies back into circulation, the 
Treasury Department if offering a 
special citation to the individual or 
group that returns $25 or more in 
pennies to the bank. 
But maybe more important than 
this certificate is the possible in­ 
flationary effect this current penny 
shortage could have. If pennies 
become too short in supply the old 19 
cent item will become 20 cents, the 
49 cent itme will become 50 cents 
and the 98 cent or 99 cent item will 
become $1. 
And before the price of copper 
took a drop, there was some talk of 
doing away with the penny and going 
to a 2Vt cent piece. But if you did that 
what would happen to the popular I 
cent sale? And what would you call 
penny-ante? What about all of those 
old homey sayings? How would you 
like “Two and-a-half-cents saved is 
two-and-a-half cents earned? 
Maybe we all just need to look 
around and get those pennies back 
into circulation before we bring the 
whole economy to a halt—for the 
lack of a cent.

The following is reprinted from 
the Perryton Herald. While we do 
not have the feed lots in this part of 
the country that they do up in the 
Panhandle, cattle is still one of our 
major agricultural commodities and 
our problems are the same as theirs. 
“The plight of the cattleman, who 
has taken a financial beating for the 
past 15 months, hasn’t attracted 
much attention outside the im­ 
mediate area where he is being 
skinned. 
“Unfortunately, 
in the metro­ 
politan areas of this country, the 
drop in cattle prices is cheered 
because to a city dweller it means 
cheaper meat in the market. 
“The sad thing is that although 
cattle prices have dropped alarm­ 
ingly, there has been only a small 
drop in the price of meat. 
“The cattle feeding industry has 
grown to be a giant in this part of the 
country and due to a fortunate 
combination of climate, availab ly 
of sites, closeness to feed grains, the 
beef industry has turned out fat 
cattle for packing houses at the most 
economical rate ever before known. 
“Right now, there is not a feedlot 
that is not in financial trouble. Some 
of them are bankrupt and others are 
close ot it. Some of the largest and 
strongest financially are going 
under. 
“This situation will not mean 
cheap beef for the housewife. It will 
mean that the supply of fat cattle 
will dry up and there will come a 
time when meat will have to be 
much more expensive because there 
won’t be much of it. 
“Rep. Bob Price has introduced a 
bill to establish a $3 billion revolving 
loan insurance and loan guarantee 
fund, at 5.5 percent interrest,

$1.50 PER $100- 
School Board Adopts 
Same Tax Rate Again 


The Board of Trustees of 
the Hamlin Independent 
School District voted to set 
the tax rate for the coming 
year at $1.30 for local 
maintenance and 20 cents for 
bond retirement, for a total of 
$1.50 per IOO valuation. This is 
the same rate as this past 
year. 
A projected 38 percent 
increase in oil values is ex­ 
pected to permit the School 
District to meet the increased 
costs of operating the district 
at the old rate. The oil values 
are expected to increase $3.4 
million over the past year. 
Total values for the district 
are projected at $28,164,003. 
The total budget for the 
district for the coming year 
will be $748,107 which will 
include a cost of living in­ 
crease for all employees as 
well as other increased cost 
of operating the schools.

through the F arm ers Home Ad­ 
ministration, specifically for cat­ 
tlemen who 
are now unable to 
obtain credit through normal loan 
channels. 
“Cattlemen must have capital if 
they are to restock the feedlots and 
help insure consumers of a con­ 
tinuing supply of beef. Many ex­ 
perienced cattlem en have lost their 
savings and equity and have just 
about run out of credit. 
“The other people in this area, 
business and professional people, 
have a stake in the future of the beef 
industry because this has grown to 
the point where it generates millions 
of dollars for local economies and 
provides thousands of jobs in this 
area. It will be a tragedy if the 
feedlots have to shut down. 
“Cattle people are used to being in 
a m arket which has its ups and 
downs. But they are not used to 
being in a m arket which has been 
zooming downward for so long that 
the entire industry is sick. 
“Something has to give, 
and 
something has to happen pretty soon 
to give some relief to the cattle in­ 
dustry or it m ay be a long time 
before we can afford beefsteak. 
There just m ay not be any.”

The basic idea has generally 
been approved. One youth, ar­ 
rested under a curfew law, chal­ 
lenged it as a form of discrimina­ 
tion against younger people. But 
the court pointed out that minors 
are lawfully singled out with re­ 
gard to everything from marry­ 
ing to driving, from attending 
school to buying liquor. 
Upholding the law, the court 
said: 
“Children are under recognized 
disabilities in many respects. Be­ 
cause of their lack of mature judg­ 
ment, they are subject to continu­ 
ing supervision until they become 
of age.” 
Nevertheless, a curfew law may 
be struck down if it is too broad. 
Another case involved a curfew 
that banned all minors from the 
streets after IO p.m., with almost 
no leeway for exceptional cir­ 
cumstances. 
In a court test, the judge noted 
that this law could punish young­ 
sters coming home from evening 
classes, from work at the library, 
from school games or dances, 
even from church activities. 
Finding the law invalid, the 
court said it violated “the right of 
every person to enjoy and engage 
in lawful and innocent activity.” 
In 
one 
recent 
case, 
police 
booked the father of a 16-year- 
old boy for “allowing” him to be 
out after the curfew hour. 
The court conceded that it was 
constitutional to punish the parent 
in such a situation. However, it 
seems the father had been told— 
and had honestly believed—that 
his son was spending the nighty at 
the home of a friend. Dismissing 
the charge against the father, the 
court said he could not have al­ 
lowed” conduct of which he was 
not even aware.

According to a news release from 
the Department of Treasury, for 
every penny in circulation, there is 
one in hiding. The Treasury has 
launched a campaign to get these 
pennies back 
into 
circulation 
because of the current shortage. 
According to their estim ates, 
there are 30 billion pennies in cir­ 
culation and a like amount hidden 
away in dresser drawers, 
shoe 
boxes, pickle jars and just about 
anyplace else that pennies can be 
lost or hidden. 
According to the news release, one 
billion pennies returned to cir­ 
culation would save the taxpayers 
$10,000,000. If just half of the missing 
pennies (15 billion) were returned to 
circulation, the Mint wouldn’t have 
to make pennies for almost two 
years and it would represent a 
saving of $150 million. 
In an effort to get some of the 
pennies back into circulation, the 
Treasury Department if offering a 
special citation to the individual or 
group that returns $25 or more in 
pennies to the bank. 
But maybe more important than 
this certificate is the possible in­ 
flationary effect this current penny 
shortage could have. If pennies 
become too short in supply the old 19 
cent item will become 20 cents, the 
49 cent itme will become 50 cents 
and the 98 cent or 99 cent item will 
become $1. 
And before the price of copper 
took a drop, there was some talk of 
doing away with the penny and going 
to a 2¥2 cent piece. But if you did that 
what would happen to the popular I 
cent sale? And what would you call 
penny-ante? What about all of those 
old homey sayings? How would you 
like “Two and-a-half-cents saved is 
two-and-a-half cents earned? 
Maybe we all just need to look 
around and get those pennies back 
into circulation before we bring the 
whole economy to a halt for the 
lack of a cent. 


The following is reprinted from 
the Perryton Herald. While we do 
not have the feed lots in this part of 
the country that they do up in the 
Panhandle, cattle is still one of our 
major agricultural commodities and 
our problems are the same as theirs. 
“The plight of the cattleman, who 
has taken a financial beating for the 
past 15 months, hasn’t attracted 
much attention outside the im­ 
mediate area where he is being 
skinned. 
“Unfortunately, 
in the metro­ 
politan areas of this country, the 
drop in cattle prices is cheered 
because to a city dweller it means 
cheaper meat in the market. 
“The sad thing is that although 
cattle prices have dropped alarm­ 
ingly, there has been only a small 
drop in the price of meat. 
“The cattle feeding industry has 
grown to be a giant in this part of the 
country and due to a fortunate 
combination of climate, availab ly 
of sites, closeness to feed grains, the 
beef industry has turned out fat 
cattle for packing houses at the most 
economical rate ever before known. 
“Right now, there is not a feedlot 
that is not in financial trouble. Some 
of them are bankrupt and others are 
close ot it. Some of the largest and 
strongest financially are going 
under. 
“This situation will not mean 
cheap beef for the housewife. It will 
mean that the supply of fat cattle 
will dry up and there will come a 
time when meat will have to be 
much more expensive because there 
won’t be much of it. 
“Rep. Bob Price has introduced a 
bill to establish a $3 billion revolving 
loan insurance and loan guarantee 
fund, at 5.5 percent interrest,

supervisor out of the Fort Worth 
office. 
The $500,000 plant was completed 
several 
days 
ago 
by 
Fish 
Engineering Company of Houston, 
and test runs have been underway 
for about two weeks. 
A spreading gas-gathering system 
involving some 15 miles of pipelines 
in the East Hamlin oil and gas field 
supplies the plant with raw gas, 
from which are extracted butane, 
propane, IPG and gasoline, ac­ 
cording to Davis.

The basic idea has generally 
been approved. One youth, ar­ 
rested under a curfew law, chal­ 
lenged it as a form of discrimina­ 
tion against younger people. But 
the court pointed out that minors 
are lawfully singled out with re­ 
gard to everything from marry­ 
ing to driving, from attending 
school to buying liquor. 
Upholding the law, the court 
said: 
“Children are under recognized 
disabilities in many respects. Be­ 
cause of their lack of mature judg­ 
ment, they are subject to continu­ 
ing supervision until they become 
of age.” 
Nevertheless, a curfew law may 
be struck down if it is too broad. 
Another case involved a curfew 
that banned all minors from the 
streets after IO p.m., with almost 
no leeway for exceptional cir­ 
cumstances. 
In a court test, the judge noted 
that this law could punish young­ 
sters coming home from evening 
classes, from work at the library, 
from school games or dances, 
even from church activities. 
Finding the law invalid, the 
court said it violated the right of 
every person to enjoy and engage 
in lawful and innocent activity.” 
In 
one 
recent 
case, 
police 
booked the father of a 16-year- 
old boy for “allowing” him to be 
out after the curfew hour. 
The court conceded that it was 
constitutional to punish the parent 
in such a situation. However, it 
seems the father had been told— 
and had honestly believed— that 
his son was spending the night at 
the home of a friend. Dismissing 
the charge against the father, the 
court said he could not have 
al­ 
lowed” conduct of which he was 
not even aware.
